Agnew’s lawyers, in moving to halt 
the probe, said last week the Con 
stitution clearly indicates that a vice 
president must be impeached by the 
House and convicted by the Senate 
I ie fore he can be truxl in a criminal 
Court Agnew has requested a House 
investigation, but Speaker Carl Albert 
rejected the request at least for the 
present 
The government reply was ordered 
submitted by today by U S 
District 
Judge Walter E. Hoffman. 
The Justice Department is scheduled 
to answer by Monday Agnew s second 
challenge to the investigation, that 
federal prosecutors leaked information 
to the press in order to prejudice the 
jury against the vice president. 


In letters to two newspapers Agnew 
rejected a suggestion that his own 
lawyers may have leaked information. 
Agnew, in a Chicago speech Thur­ 
sday night, avoided direct reference to 
the investigation 
The grand jury heard testimony 
from four witnesses for six hours 
Thursday, the same as Wednesday. It

Ruckelshaus disclosed

velopments in an interview Thursday

said 
the 
department

studying whether federal marshals, 
and possibly even U.S. 
attorneys, 
should be career officials rather than 
political appointees 
In line with Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson’s orders, Ruckelshaus 
refused to discuss most aspects of Vice 
President Spiro T. 
Agnew’s harsh 
attacks on the department and its in­ 
vestigation of kickback 
allegations 
against him. 
To do so would only 
fuel 
the 
argument, 
Ruckelshaus maintained. 
Ruckelshaus, the nation's No. 2 law 
enforcement official, said the depart­ 
ment is undertaking a wiretap policy 
review to determine "whether there 
are additional safeguards whereby we 
can assure people that this power is not 
exercised frivolously.’’ 
Without identifying them, he said a 
broad range of proposals to implement 
Richardson’s goals are under con­ 
sideration. 
Some 
would 
require 
legislation, he added. 
The study, he said, focuses on taps 
employed for national security reasons 
rather than for domestic criminal 
investigations. The latter are governed 
by relatively explicit law while national 
security taps are regulated less by law 
than by tradition. 
Recent criticism has targeted on 
such national security taps as those 
used against 17 government officials 
and newsmen in the White House effort 
to determine how the Pentagon Papers 
were leaked. 
Such taps now must be recommended

James A. Daly Jr. of Brooklyn, N Y., 
and John A. Young of Grayslake, 111.; 
Marine S. Sgt. Alfonso Riate of Santa

and 
M arine 
Pvt. 
Frederick L 
Elbert of Brentwaxxi, 
N Y 
The new actions, which were ex­ 
pected, clear the books of all formal 
charges 
against 
any 
of 
the 
566 
Americans who returned from North 
Vietnamese captivity early this year 
Three other enlisted men also were 
accused of mutiny, but they are now 
out of the Army and beyond the reach 
of military law. They, too, had been 
cleared previously of aiding the enemy 
and other misconduct charges. An

shot 
himself 
to death before the first 
charges were dropped in early July. 
Last week, Warner dismissed mutiny 
and other misconduct charges against

they were POWS. The two officers are 
retiring. 


The first set of accusations against

.Army lawyers acknowledged they 
had recommended dismissal of the 
charges without questioning 15 to 20 
other former war prisoners who tod 
been listed by Guy as potential wit­ 
nesses against the accused soldiers and 
Marines. At the same time, other 
Pentagon legal sources said the Navy- 
Marine inquiry was less thorough than 
normal.

accused the Army of failing to in­

adequately. Leonard then filed new 
mutiny charges against the seven sur­ 
viving enlisted men.

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
made a nice speech to the United 
Nations about a ‘‘peace whose stability 
rests not only on a balance of forces but 
on shared aspirations."

Some nations respect individual 
liberty, some don’t. Some believe in 
such things as habeas corpus, others 
permit their police to knock on the door 
at midnight and take you away.

power.

NEW YORK (AP) — At last count, 15 
soap operas and 16 game shows were on 
the three TV' networks on weekdays. 
But the fam iliar soap-and-games 
pattern could markedly change next 
season at CBS-TV. 
Three half-hour daytime shows 
possibly may be replaced with a daily 
90-minute effort bearing the all­ 
purpose title of “ CBS Daytime 90,” ac­ 
cording to B. Donald Grant, a top CBS 
executive. 
But Grant, CBS’ vice president for 
daytime program, emphasizes that 
such a move is by no means definite. He 
says it depends on how the network’s 
current daytime shows hold up in the 
ratings this season. 
However, he says his network 
probably will know by the end of 
November whether “ CBS Daytime 90“ 
will be ordered up as daily fare — or 
only once a month 
for viewers during 
the 1974-75 season. 
CBS’ new daytime concept gets sort 
of a trial run next Thursday, when the

Today, r>o colleges arid universities 
across the country offer major or 
minor programs in peace studies Five 
years ago, at the height of fbi* antiwar 
movement, only one school offered 
such courses 
Ai the University of Pennsylvania, 
students can obtain a doctorate in 
peace science 
A year ago Colgate 
U niversity 
established 
the 
first 
professorship of peace 
This fall, 300 campuses are using 
peace studies material, according to 
the Institute for World Order in New 
York City Spokesmen said the institute 
receives some 250 inquiries per month 
from junior and senior high schools, 
which are also establishing courses of 
study 
“Our problem and excitement is that 
interest is growing so rapidly. It s been 
happening since aiwiut 
1970,” said 
f ranklin Wallin, institute president 
Proponents of such studies don’t 
discount the power of protest 
They 
point to the Vietnam war and public 
opinion's role in the American with­ 
drawal But they are hopeful that the 
peace education movement will go be­ 
yond Vietnam. 
The growing interest in peace studies 
stems in part from frustration of some 
who participated in the protests of the 
I‘Mids. 


Joe Fahey, acting director of 
Manhattan College’s Peace Studies 
Institute, said of protest in the 1960s: 


“ I realized that the problem of war 
was much deeper than the Vietnam 
war and protests were not enough to 
stop it. We decided to make peace our 
career.” 


Others see peace studies as part of a 
growing worldwide concern, building 
over the past few decades 
“These peace studies programs are 
part of a glottal, political arui social 
movement 
The 
bright, 
moral, 
pragmatic minds are coalescing We 
may be at a moment in history where 
it s possible to abolish war,” said Saul 
Mendlovit/., director of the World Order 
Models Project, an effort by teams of 
researchers around the globe to find 
better ways to live 
How does one stuffy peace? 
Courses 
vary 
greatly 
in 
subject 
matter, hut most start with the premise 
that war is not inevitable, practical 
solutions can and must be found. 
“The nature of 
the liberal arts 
program has been that war is an ac­ 
ceptive means of conflict resolution 
It s become a predominant myth in 
society,” said Chuck Appel, a 20 year- 
old senior at Manhattan College “But 
you’ve got to teach that nonviolent 
resolution is the best way to solve prob­ 
lems ” 
The peace science approach is also 
interdisciplinary. 
One 
course 
may 
include math, history, government and 
psychology 
in a rounded technique of 
problem-solving. 
"In the past, sociology, economics, 
each had its own piecemeal approach 
We felt the problem of world conflict 
requires a full attack,” said Walter 
Isard, chairman of the peace science 
department at the U niversity of 
Pennsylvania in Philadelphia 
Professors also stress that courses 
take a rigorous, unemotional look at 
world problems, and that facts and 
understanding - not rhetoric - 
are 
their tools. 
Courses range from the University of 
Colorado’s ’’Sociological Analysis of 
R evolution” to H arvard C ollege’s 


“History arui Theory of Non-Violence 
I.alit Aggarwal, 29, the first can­ 
didate for a doctorate in peace science

As an architect and city planner, he 
felt solutions to urban disputes very 
inadequate. 


“ But it’s not enough to just say, ’I 
don’t like it.’

The 
program has helped me put my ideas in 
a more rigorous, precise form,” said 
Aggarwal, who plans to work with an 
international agency when he com 
pletes his degree 


At M anhattan College som e 17 
courses with an emphasis on peace are 
offered in various departments. About 
40 majors study such subjects as “War 


and Violence in Western Literature” 
and “ Biology of Human Behavior.” 
The program is flourishing now on a 
campus with a strong ROTO contingent 
and some radicals who grumbled 
when the peace major was established 
“The radicals thought we were too 
much a part of the establishment. We 
want to reform the system," said 
director Fahey, He added, however,

For an increasing number of college 
students 
the study 
of 
peace 
has 
replaced the protest of war 
Today, 50 colleges and universities 
across the country offer major or 
minor programs in peace studies. Five 
years ago, at the height of the antiwar 
movement, only one school offered 
such courses. 
At the University of Pennsylvania, 
students can obtain a doctorate in 
peace science 
A year ago Colgate 
University 
established 
the* 
first 
professorship of peace 
This fall, 300 campuses are using 
peace studies material, according to 
the Institute for World Order in New 
York City Spokesmen said the institute 
receives some 250 inquiries per month 
from junior and se nior high schools, 
which ar*1 also establishing courses of 
study. 
"Our problem and excitement is that 
interest is growing so rapidly. It's been 
happening since about 
1970,” said 
Franklin Wallin, institute president 
Proponents of such studies don’t 
discount the power of protest. They 
point to the Vietnam war and public 
opinion’s role in the American with­ 
drawal. But they are hopeful that the 
peace education movement will go be 
yond Vietnam. 
The growing interest in peace studies 
stems in part from frustration of some 
who participated in the protests of the 
19601. 


Joe Fahey, acting director 
of 
Manhattan College’s Peace Studies 
Institute, said of protest in the 1960s: 


“ I realized that the problem ol war 
was much deeper than the Vietnam 
war and protests were not enough to 
stop it. We decided to make peace our 
career.” 


Others see peace studies as part of a 
growing worldwide concern, building 
over the past few decades 
“ These peace studies programs are 
part of a global, |H>litteal and social 
movement 
The 
bright, 
moral, 
pragmatic minds are coalescing We 
may be at a moment in history where 
its possible lo abolish war,” said Saul 
Mondiovitz, director of the World Order 
Models Project, an effort by teams of 
researchers around the globe to find 
better ways to live 
How does one study peace? 
Courses vary 
greatly in 
subject 
matter, but most start with the premise 
that war is not inevitable, practical 
solutions can and must be found, 
“ The nature of the 
liberal 
arts 
program has been that war is an ac­ 
ceptive means of conflict resolution. 
It s become a predominant myth in 
society,” said Chuck Appel, a 20 year- 
old senior at Manhattan College. “ But 
you’ve got to teach that nonviolent 
resolution is the best way to solve prob 
lems.” 
The peace science approach is also 
interdisciplinary. 
One 
course 
may 
include math, history, government and 
psychology 
in a rounded technique of 
problem-solving. 
“ In the past, sociology, economics, 
each had its own piecemeal approach. 
We felt the problem of world conflict 
requires a full attack,” said Walter 
Isard, chairman of the peace science 
department at the University of 
Pennsylvania in Philadelphia. 
Professors also stress that courses 
take a rigorous, unemotional look at 
world problems, and that facts and 
understanding — not rhetoric — are 
their tools. 
Courses range from the University of 
Colorado’s "Sociological Analysis of 
Revolution” to Harvard College’s 


“ History and Theory of Non-Violence.” 
I*alit Aggarwal, 29, the first can­ 
didate for a doctorate in peace science 


at Penn, 
is 
trying 
to 
develop a 
universally applicable framework for 
solving conflicts at all levels, urban to 
international 


As an architect and city planner, he 
felt solutions to urban disputes very 
inadequate. 


“ But ifs not enough to just say, ’I 
don’t like it.’ One should be able to 
suggest a possible alternative 
The 
program has helped me put my ideas in 
a more rigorous, precise form,” said 
Aggarwal, who plans to work with an 
international agency when he com­ 
pletes his degree. 


At Manhattan College some 17 
courses with an emphasis on peace are 
offered in various departments. About 
40 majors study such subjects as “ War 


and Violence in Western Literature 
and "Biology of Human Behavior.” 
The program is flourishing now on a 
campus with a strong ROTC contingent 
and some radicals who grumbled 
when the peace major was established 
“ The radicals thought we were too 
much a part of the establishment. We 
want to reform the system,” said 
director Fahey. He added, however, 
that he doesn’t discount civil dis 
obedience, and teaches about Gandhi 
and Martin Luther King in his own 
course, “ Religious Dimensions of 
Peace.”

Spring farm problems 
proving blessing' 
to elevator operators

There’s nn old saying that, in effect,

vice versa 
I-ast spring Fayette County’s grain 
farmers had their problems 
They 
were plagued by rains, which first 
delayed planting and then, after the 
seed was 
iii 
the ground and had 
sprouted, more rains filled hundreds of 
acres of low ground with miniature 
lakes, which drowned the young 
Soybean and corn plants. 
It was a discouraging predicament 
for the* farmers, hut they finally saw 


their gram on well drained fields come 
through, although it had taken weeks 
beyond the normal sowing date to get 
the seed planted and, thus, spread the 


planting over many weeks. While the 
gram in some fields was well up, the 
seed was not yet even in the ground in 
others. 


NOW the farmers’ early trials and 
tribulations may be a blessing for the 
elevator operators. 


Had the corn and soybeans come 
along normally, the two harvests, at 
about the same time, it could have 
poured gram into the elevators faster 
than the operators could get freight

They say Ihey 
understand thf* railroads don’t have a 
surplus of ears and why they are not 
delivered until long after they have 
been ordered 
sometimes as long as a 
month or more But, they take comfort 
from the rain delayed planting that has 
resulted in lengthoning the harvest and 
the need for many more railroad cars 
in a shorter period. One operator said

T H EY POINT OUT, for example, 
that some fields of soybeans (and corn, 
too) have been harvested, while across 
the fence in the next field both crops 
arc still green and far from mature. 
No accurate figures on the soybean 
or corn acreage in the county are 
available 
at 
the 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 
office here, but some educated guesses 
are that there are around 70,(HK) acres 
of soybeans and that the average yield 
will be around 30 to35 bushels per acre 
(The average was cut by the hundreds 
of acres drowned out last spring.) This 
would mean that the elevators would 
have had to handle, under normal 
conditions, more than 2,000,000 bushels 
of soybeans in a short harvest period 
The same condition applies, in a 
general way, to corn also. 


T H E R E CAN be no doubt that more 
soybeans were planted in Fayette 
County this year than ever before; and 
it’s the same across the country. This 
has come 
about, economists say, 
because of a growing demand, both for 
export and for new uses for soybeans 
In view of this increased demand, 
soybean prices skyrocketed to a peak 
of little more than $11.00 a bushel last 
summer 
But since then they have 
dropped to around $5.75 this week, still 
not bad and considerably more than a 
year ago. 
The soybean acreage was increased 
partly at the expense of corn and to an 
overall increase in crop acreage but 
the corn market is holding up fairly 
well at around $2.15 a bushel. 
On the brighter side, prospects for 
bumper yields are good for both where 
the grain was not drowned out or 
stunted by abnormal spring rains.

Visible camera was not allowed. I 
asked to see someone in authority. 
I was taken to the head nurse and 
asked her why I couldn’t take my new 
grandson's picture 
“ It’s a rule of this hospital.” she 
replied 
"Flash might affect a baby’s eyes,” 
another nurse in the room said 
“ As you see, I have no flash,” I 
pointed out 
"I'm aware that flash 
might present a problem in a hospital. 
But I plan to shoot only by natural light 
from tiehind a plate glass w indow All 
types of visitors are allowed to look at 
the babies and there is no contact of 
any kind, so why can’t I photograph 
what I can see? 
"Aside from the baby, I’m permitted 
to visit my daughter and can hug and 
kiss her. Then why can’t I take a pic­ 
ture of her0 It isn t an invasion of 
privacy because she wants and has 
asked for photos of this special event 
Taking pictures doesn't endanger the

"I can only repeat,” the head nurse 
said, "It's a hospital rule!" 
S IM E NO justification for the rule 
was given, on leaving the nurse's office

continued up to

ward 
but the camera was carried 
inconspicuously. 
I took my daughter’s picture in her 
room. Then she walked me to the 
nursery window where she acted as a 
shield while I photographer her first­ 
born son. When I visited again, the 
camera was in a gift box. out of sight of 
the guard. 
I took other photos but I deeply 
resented having to do so surrep­ 
titiously.

IT LEA D S ONE to guess that the 
hospital rule forbidding cameras was 
to protect a financial arrangement with

I'm happy to report that after two 
such experiences, my daughters found 
hospitals that not only had excellent 
medical maternity facilities but were

Little boy fights 
throat tumors 


M1DDLESBORO, Ky. (A P )— Jimmy 
Weaver is a happy little fellow, like 
most 2-year-olds. But unlike most, he 
needs a throat operation every month 
to stay alive. 
His mother, Angela Weaver of 
Middlesboro, recalls that Jim m y had 
no apparent problem until he was about 
four months old. when he began to lose 
his voice .Soon he was unable to cry 
audibly. 
Treatments with antibiotics were 
ineffective. 
Five months later, Dr. Albert Cullum 
of Middlesboro operated on Jim m y’s 
throat He found and removed some 
viral tumors about the size of small 
warts that were blocking Jim m y’s 
breathing passage. 
But the tumors, or papilloma, began 
to grow back, and Jim m y’s body ap­ 
parently didn’t offer normal resistance 
to them. 
Nine months later, in December 1972, 
Jim m y needed a second operation to 
remove the growths, and the need 
accelerated. 
Jim m y has since had the papilloma 
removed 13 times, three times by Dr. 
Cullum and IO times, with a laser 
beam, by Dr. Stewart Strong at Boston 
University Hospital. 
During the last two months, an 
operation was needed about every IO 
days. 
The last 
operation, 
by 
Dr. 
Cullum, was an emergency procedure. 
At that time, Jim my was fitted with 
an artificial silver trachea, a tube 
running from the front of his neck into 
his throat. The tube has reduced the 
operations to about one a month. 
Mrs. Weaver must watch Jim m y 24 
hours a day, and clear the tube at least 
four times a day. She tells of waking up 
many times to find her child struggling 
for air, a shattering experience for 
both.

“ Since then,” he said, “ some of the 
families a re living on food stam ps and 
some of the men and their wives have 
gone out and got part tim e jobs to keep 


food or. the table and shoes on the 
children.” 
Since the strike began, the Mason 
County Sheriff’s office has handled 
dozens of complaints of cable cutting 
and auto stonings at the Sporn plant, 
and several power blackouts were 
attributed to sabotage of electrical

He’s crafted museum-piece jewelry 
out of pretzels, created bleeding loaves 
ut bread and asked 1.2(H) people to saw, 
ham m er, throw and eat their way 
through two tons of bread. 
“ Dough is like flesh. It’s extrem ely 
sensual to play with Baking is a turn ­ 
on beyond belief,” said Fischer. 
T here’s nothing new about using tood 
as an art object. Creation of wedding 
cakes is a deepgrained American folk 
art. 
Fischer has stuck with bread and it s 
tar from a put on. His works have 
com m anded as much as $3,000. He 
began 13 years ago with prebaked 
loaves, attaching handles to m ake 
“portable” bread. 
“ Part of the interest was in putting 
the bread in a different context and 
changing its function com pletely.’’ said 
Fischer, who was born in Belgium and 
influenced bv surrealists there. 


He movod into extravaganzas in th" 
1960s 
like baking a solid 100-foot loaf, 
running it through an open-ended oven 
on a conveyer belt in San Antonio, Tex. 


His latest effort is a series ol largo 
sculptures which will be on exhibit at 
the New York Cultural Center this 
week. Among them are rich-brown 
textured pieces of a man s torso, hands 
and legs.

It might also be that excessive 
m oisture inside the house is getting 
behind the exterior walls and causing 
the trouble. This is very likely ii the 
wall which is stained is in the area of 
the kitchen or bathroom. 


Q. — Can I install resilient floor tiles 
over old ones? Do I use the sam e 
adhesive as I did when I put down the 
original tiels seven years ago? 
A. — Yes to both questions 
It is 
im portant that the old tiles be securely 
attached, since if any of them become 
loose, the new tiles will be dislodged. 
Also, rem em b er that the new in­ 
stallation will raise the level of the 
floor. Y'ou m ay have to plane or sand 
off the bottom of one or m ore doors so 
they can be closed easily. 


Q. — I am putting a new veneer top 
on a dining room table. After I took off 
the old split top, I found the surface 
covered with dried-up old glue. I have 
scrubbed and scraped it without get­ 
ting off more than half of it. Any ideas? 
A. — Old glue can often be softened 
with diluted household vinegar. Scrape 
as soon as the glue begins to soften. If 
you wait too long it will harden again.

Farmers Discovered Digitalis 


My father takes digitalis for his 
heart. At school we learned that this 
drug was not discovered by scientists, 
but by farmers. I thought it would be an 
interesting question to ask you about. 
Karen IL, Calif. 
Dear Karen: 
It is a most interesting question 
localise the story of the origin of 
digitalis is so fascinating. 


Digitalis is probably one of the best­ 
known drugs used for the treatment of 
chronic heart failure. This was once 
known as “ dropsy” because fluid tends 
to accumulate in the body tissues when 
the heart is not functioning correctly. 


The plant from which the drug is 
extracted is known as purple foxglove, 
of digitalis purpurea. 


The value of the 
drug is that it 
strengthens the heart muscle so that it 
can carry out its normal pumping 
action. 


For hundreds of years the foxglove 
plant was used in tribal areas and by 
people in the farm countries. As has 
happened very often in the history of 
medicine, many drugs have evolved in 
a similar way, by trial and error. 


As far back as the 14th century, there 
are records of this valuable plant with 
its lifegiving ingredient, digitalis. 


After a simple operation for the 
removal of my appendix I developed 
adhesions. These gave me more 
trouble than the appendicitis itself. 
Does this mean I will be prone to 


adhesions if I should ever have another 
operation? 
Miss W O., Ky. 
Dear Miss O.: 
Adhesions are bands of thin but 
strong tissue that sometimes form 
after surgery. 
When an operation is performed in 
the abdomen, the intestines must be 
handled with 
extreme delicacy to 
avoid irritating them and stimulating 
the formation of adhesions. 
Actually, adhesions are nature’s 
protective device. If there is a pocket of 
infection, adhesions are formed to seal 
off the infection and keep it from 
spreading 
Sumptoms due to adhesions occur 
only when the adhesions interfere with 
the normal function of the intestines. 
Sometimes it is necessary to reopen 
the abdomen to free troublesome bands 
of adhesions. 
The surgical techniques in use today, 
the extra precautions, drugs and en­ 
zymes greatly reduce the frequency of 
postoperative adhesions. 
I do not believe that you should be 
further concerned about adhesions. 


I can’t convince my employers that 
air conditioning makes me sick. They 
think it’s all in my head.

Dear Mr. G.: 
Many people, like you, are made 
uncomfortable by air 
conditioning. 
Some insist that they catch cold; others 
say they are “ allergic” to the cold air. 
I suggest that you make every effort 
to avoid direct exposure.

Response filed 
to Agnew charges 


BALTIMORE (AP) — The Justice 
Department formally responds today 
to Vice President Spiro T. Agnew’s 
effort to stop the federal grand jury in­ 
vestigation of him. 
A lengthy government brief is ex­ 
pected to rebut Agnew’s contention 
that it 
is illegal to indict a vice 
president for any criminal offense. 
Agnew’s lawyers, in moving to halt 
the probe, said last week the Con­ 
stitution clearly indicates that a vice 
president must be impeached by the 
House and convicted by the Senate 
before he can be tried in a criminal 
court Agnew has requested a House 
investigation, but Speaker Carl Albert 
rejected the request at least for the 
present 
The government reply was ordered 
submitted by today by U.S. District 
Judge W alter E. Hoffman 
The Just ice Department is scheduled 
to answer by Monday Agnew’s second 
challenge to the investigation, that 
federal prosecutors leaked information 
to tin* press in order to prejudice the 
jury against the vice president 


In letters to two newspapers Agnew 
rejected a suggestion that his own 
lawyers may have leaked information. 
Agnew, in a Chicago speech Thur­ 
sday night, avoided direct reference to 
the investigation. 
The grand jury heard testimony 
from four witnesses for six hours 
Thursday, the same as Wednesday. It 
is expected to return to work next 
w(rk, probably Wednesday. 
The grand jury also returned another 
indictment against the Democrat who 
succeeded Agnew as Baltimore County 
executive 
N. 
Dale Anderson 
was 
charged Wednesday w ith evading 
$67,833 in federal income tax from 1969 
to 1972 
In August the jury had charged 
Anderson with extortion, bribery and 
conspiracy in a kickback scheme in­ 
volving architects and consulting engi­ 
neers doing business with the county 
He has pleaded innocent. 
The prosecutors reportedly are 
trying to build the same kind of case 
against Agnew, who has denounced the 
allegations as “damned lies” . 


BOSTON (AP) — Two schools, closed 
because of fear of racial violence, 
reopen today at the end of a week in 
which two whites were brutally m ur­ 
dered by black youths. 
A 24-year-old woman died early 
Wednesday after being drenched with 
gasoline and set afire. On Thursday, a 
65-year-old fisherman was stoned and 
stabbed to death by a band of 30 to 40 
black youths. 
“ No question the problem is racism 
and fear,” said Chairman Paul R. 
Tierney of the Boston School Com­ 
mittee. “ It’s deteriorated to the point of 
these horrible murders and gone down 
to the level of children.” 
He was referring to the deaths of 
Evelyn Renee Wagler and Ludivico L. 
Barba, both of the predominantly black 
Roxbury area. 
Mrs. Wagler was was set afire 
Tuesday night by six black youths and 
died early Wednesday morning, ac­ 
cording to police. 
A witness to the killing of Barba told 
police that the youths first stoned him 
as he was fishing in the ocean, then 
stabbed him with his knife and rifled 
his pockets. 
He lived only zC minutes away and 
often walked to the Bayside Mall area 
to fish, said his 55-year-old widow, 
Verna. She said they had been married 
a year. 
Tierney, who called on Mayor Kevin 
H. White to meet with community 
leaders about the problem, said it was 
better to have pupils in school where 
police security was available than on 
the streets. 
McCormack Junior High and Dever 
E lem en tary schools 
were closed 
Thursday morning because it was 
feared trouble might erupt a half mile 
away when IOO to 200 hostile youths 
gathered, authorities said. 
That gathering produced no conflict, 
but police said that bands of black 
youths later roamed the low-income 
Columbia Point Housing Project, 
where Barba was killed. Another white 
man was stabbed and a white woman 
was hit with a bottle and robbed. 
Police Com m issioner Robert J. 
diGrazia said all three incidents oc­ 
curred within 2() minutes. Police Supt 
Jeremiah P. Sullivan said the attacks 
“are definitely tied together.’’ 
One 16-year-old black youth was 
arrested Thursday night and charged 


with armed robbery with a knife in the 
attack on Ronald Leonard, 37. of Re­ 
vere, a furniture truck driver who was 
stabbed in an apartment hallway. 
Police also were questioning another 
youth. 
Leonard was reported in good con­ 
dition but still on the danger list at City 
Hospital. 
The woman hit with the bottle — 
Clare Oates, 28, of Quincy — was 
treated at a hospital for a head cut and 
released.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In what it 
called a drive to regain public con­ 
fidence, the Justice Department said it

moving

restrictions and may soon appoint its 
own internal watchdog. 
Deputy Atty. Gen. William 
D. 
R uckelshaus disclosed 
those 
d e­ 
velopments in an interview Thursday 
and 
said 
the 
department 
also 
is 
studying whether federal marshals, 
and possibly even 
U.S. 
attorneys, 
should be career officials rather than 
political appointees. 
In line with Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
R ichardson’s orders, R uckelshaus 
refused to discuss most aspects of Vice 
President Spiro T. 
Agnew’s harsh 
attacks on the department and its in­ 
vestigation of kickback 
allegations 
against him. 
To 
do so would only 
fuel 
the 
argument, Ruckelshaus maintained. 
Ruckelshaus, the nation’s No. 2 law 
enforcement official, said the depart­ 
ment is undertaking a wiretap policy 
review to determine “whether there 
are additional safeguards whereby we 
can assure people that this power is not 
exercised frivolously.” 
Without identifying them, he said a 
broad range of proposals to implement 
Richardson’s goals are under con­ 
sideration. 
Some 
would 
require 
legislation, he added. 
The study, he said, focuses on taps 
employed for national security reasons 
rather than for domestic criminal 
investigations. The latter are governed 
by relatively explicit law while national 
security taps are regulated less by law 
than by tradition. 
Recent criticism has targeted on 
such national security taps as those 
used against 17 government officials 
and newsmen in the White House effort 
to determine how the Pentagon Papers 
were leaked.

The new actions, which were ex­

Jobless rate 
unchanged 
4th month 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate stood stubbornly 
at 4.8 per cent last month as a larger 
than expected number of teen-agers 
remained on the job, the government 
said today. 
The Labor Department, reporting an 
essentially unchanged nationwide job 
picture for the fourth straight month, 
said the labor force — the number of 
people holding and seeking jobs — fell 
less than it usually does in September 
because more teen-agers decided to 
continue working rather than return to 
school. 
Because of this situation, the 
department figured that total em­ 
ployment encreased by 700,000 by 
taking seasonal factors into account. It 
was the first monthly increase in 
employment since June. 
The labor force usually Reclines 
sharply in September as young people 
return to school. The decline was so 
mild this year that the department fig­ 
ured a seasonally adjusted 750,000 
person rise in the labor force, with 
teen-agers causing most of that in­ 
crease. At the same time, this number 
of jobs declined less than usual for 
September, and the government 
figured a seasonally adjusted increase 
of 700,000 to 85.1 million. 
The Nixon administration has 
predicted that the jobless rate would 
fall to about 4.5 per cent of the work 
force by the end of the year, then 
remain at that level well into next year. 
The number of people out of work 
was essentially unchanged,

More butter 
imports eyed

WASHINGTON (AP) — There are 
signals that the Nixon administration 
may soon open the door to more butter 
imports, a move that producer 
spokesmen say would 
hurt hard­ 
pressed dairy farmers. 
Patrick B. Healy, secretary of the 
National Milk Producers Federation 
says the Cost of Living Council 
reportedly is pressuring President 
Nixon to raise butter import quotas. 
Government officials, however, 
refuse to confirm or deny the reports 
cited by Healy. Those claims were 
listed in a letter Thursday to John 
Dunlop, director of the council. 
Healy told Dunlop a seasonal sum­ 
mer bulge in butterfat requirements to 
make ice cream is receding and that 
more of the ingredient will be available 
soon to make butter. 
Thus, Healy said, an increase in the 
butter quota is “ totally unwarranted” 
at this time. 
Agriculture Department officials 
said privately that they had heard 
rumors of an impending boost in the 
annual butter quota — set at 707,000 
pounds per year since 1953 — but that 
nothing has turned up to confirm the 
rumors. 
However, one source said the White 
House already had decided to enlarge 
the quota and that 15 million pounds of 
New Zealand butter already has ar­ 
rived, held in bonded warehouses until 
Nixon makes the increase official. 
High feed costs have offset gains in 
milk prices this year, forcing many 
dairy farmers to trim their herds or 
sell out altogether Milk production this 
year is expected to be down at least 3 
per cent from 1972. 
Food price 
spurt seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon’s chief economist said today 
consumers should expect rapid in­ 
creases in food prices in the neigh­ 
borhood of IO per cent over the next six 
months before the rate levels off. 


Dr. Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisors, gave the gloomy forecast at a 
news conference but still suggested 
that the inflation rate will be better 
than it was in the first half of this year. 


Stein said that it will take some time 
before food supplies catch up with 
consumer demand and with rising 
incomes. 


He said that possibly by the end of 
1974, consumers might see some 
decline in food prices. But he said he is 
not very confident of that.

PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - The 
latest Gallup Poll shows another 
decline in public approval of President 
Nixon’s performance in office. 
Of 1,505 American adults who were 
asked, “ Do you approve or disapprove 
of the way Nixon is handling his job as 
President?” 32 per cent said they 
approved. They were surveyed Sept. 
21-24. 
The President had the approval of 35 
per cent in a similar survey Sept. 7-10 
and 38 per cent in a late August poll.

Dale defends Nixon on W atergate 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) 
The 
original chairman of the Committee to 
Ke-elect The President, 
himself a 
publisher, has attacked the news media 
for what la* called giving the public 
false impressions about President 
Nixon’s part in Watergate. 


Francis L. Dale, publisher of The 
< incinnati Enquirer, 
Thursday 
ad 
dressed the Cincinnati Rotary Club He 
was the original chairman of the elec­ 
tion group later headed by former 
Attorney General John Mitchell 


Dale attacked the New York Times, 
the Washington press corps Federal 
Judge John Sirica and Sam Dash, 
special counsel for the Senate com­ 
mittee investigating Watergate. 
“ The press has created a wrong 
impression in the minds of 38 per cent 
of the people,” said Dale, citing a 
recent poll in which that many people 
believed the President had advance 
knowledge of the Watergate bugging. 
“ We have an obligation to correct 
that impression,” said Dale. 
He said he believes some newsmen 
seeking information on Watergate got 
help from partisan politicians with 
political motives, and from civil ser­ 
vants within the administration who 
“ lean towards the Democrats” because 
they were appointed by Democratic 
presidents. 
He said he believes “ the press has 
earned some of the harsh criticism” 
stemming from Watergate coverage. 
In some cases, Dale said, the press, 
instead of reporting, “ is now an active 
participant ... a major factor in the 
course of events.” 
He said that in some instances the 
press “ has prostituted itself” to the 
unidentified “ reliable sources.” He 
cited the New York Times as being “ an 


attack dog” and the Washington press 
corps for “ bias.” 
Dale said U.S. District Court Judge 
John Sirica “ failed miserably in 
handling the Watergate cases and for 
“ bullying them 
the defendants 
with tentative sentences.” 
Dale said the special Senate com 
mittee* investigating Watergate has 
become 
“ an 
albatross” 
to 
the 
Democrats. Ile charged that chief 


committee counsel Samuel Dash has 
“ led” testimony, that “ any competent 
cross examiner would have made a 
shambles of John Dean’s testimony,” 
and that “ after six months of the cir­ 
cus, there has yet to appear any sig­ 
nificant draft legislation on campaign 
practices.” 
Dale described his role as chairman 
of the original reelection committee as 
“ strictly advisory.”

delegate to Washington, Walter Stein, 
mentioned efforts in Congress to 
provide relief and suggested the 10-day 
wait. 
Most of the dealers, he said, came 
expecting a vote to shut down and 
probably would have approved it if 
Stein hadn’t given his report at the 
beginning of the meeting. 
The dealers are hoping, he said, that 
Congress will permit them to pass 
increased costs from the oil companies 
along to the customers. They can’t do it 
now under Phase IV controls. 
The dealers, Lockney said, are aware 
that

shutdown 
would 
hurt 
the 


customer. “ I think they are owed a debt 
of gratitude in Columbus because they 
haven’t closed up yet,” he said “ They 
can only survive so long.” 


Stein, Pickney said, gave both sides ■

The Democratic party split 


Another View 


It is com m on knowledge that the 
Democratic party was badly divided 
over the choice of Sen 
George 
McGovern to be its 
presidential 
candidate last year. 
The deeply 
traum atic extent of this split is set 
forth in detail now' in the latest of the 
informative University of Michigan 
reports 
w hich the in stitu tio n 's 
Center for Political Studies has been 
producing since the early 1950s. 
The 
gist 
of 
the 
report 
was 
presented to the American Political 
Science Association’s recent con­ 
vention 
in a 
paper significantly 
en titled , 
A 
M ajority 
P a r ty 
in 
D isarray.” We are told that “above 
all else, the outcome of the (1972) 
election 
was 
the 
result 
of 
the 
ideological polarization within the 


Democratic ranks that pitted the 
left-wing Dem ocrats against those 
on the rig h t.” 
McGovern 
was essentially 
the 
candidate of the party’s left wing. 
His position on the issues, according 
to the Michigan study, alienated so 
many D em ocrats that 42 per cent of 
those who w ent to the polls voted for 
President Nixon. The study does not 
support the view th a t po p u lar 
aversion to McGovern w as the most 
decisive factor in the outcome. 
It finds, rather, that Mr. Nixon’s 
position on most of the m ajo r issues - 
the Vietnam ese W ar and amnesty, 
and 
a 
broad 
range 
of 
social 
questions - was closer to how’ die 
electorate felt about these m atters. 
The voters leaned toward McGovern 


only on questions of urban unrest, 
inflation and the environment. 
The crossing over of so many 
D em ocrats in 1972 does not lead the 
authors of the Michigan study to 
endorse the view that a Republican 


majority is emerging. Nor do they 
predict 
w hether the 
Dem ocratic 
split 
w ill 
be 
a 
p e rm a n e n t 
phenomenon. 


What they do say is that for the 
first tim e since the Michigan studies 
began we had an election in which 
issues w ere m ore of a factor than 
traditional partisan loyalties. There 


is no doubt that the Democratic 
leadership has its work cut out for it 
in repairing the dam age to the 
party.

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
m ade a nice speech to the United 
Nations about a “ peace whose stability 
rests not only on a balance of forces but 
on shared aspirations.”

Som e n a tio n s re sp e c t individual 
liberty, some don’t. Some believe in 
such things as habeas corpus; others 
perm it their police to knock on the door 
at midnight and take you away. 
The property right is one thing in 
Switzerland or North Dakota and quite 
another thing in Moscow. 


Achieveing “ shared aspirations” and 
cultivating a common feeling about 
“ hum ane values” in a world that has 
no agreed-upon theory of what

“ inalienable” is rather hopeless, which 
is one reason Henry Kissinger, as a 
practical operator, deals almost en­ 
tirely in the business of balancing the 
power.

NEW YORK — The Presidential 
;cam paign of 1976 has to all intents and 
• purposes already begun. Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York and Gov. 
, Ronald R eagan of California a re all but 
avowed candidates for the nomination 
of the Republican party. 
This m ay be good for the mineograph 
companies and the publicists who live 
off press releases, statem ents and 
speeches, but there is surely a question 
about the wisdom of so early a start on 
an election certain to be turbulent. 
Most of Rockefeller’s associates a re 
convinced he will not run next year for 
a fifth term as governor. Instead he 
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will devote his resources and his time 
to pursuing the Presidency. This will be 
a 
considerable 
gain, 
since 
it 
is 
estim ated that in winning a fourth term 
three years ago he spent upward of $15 
million. 
Moreover, 
the 
conviction 
among 
political pros is that 1974 promises to be 
chancy for the ins of whatever party. 
While 
R o c k e fe lle r 
could 
in 
all 
probability get a fifth term — the 
Dem ocrats in the state a re leaderless 
— he would risk for no good reason all 
he has achieved. And, 
despite his 
persistent enemies, that achievem ent 
is formidable. 


R O C K E FE L L E R ’S approach to ’76 
differs from R eag an ’s as day from 
night. The New York governor is going 
about the country speaking to high- 
level groups about A m erica’s problems 
and what must be done to m aster them 
if w e are to move into a third century as 
a free people. 
To the A m erican Political Science 
Association convention and to town 
halls around the country he discusses 
his proposal for a Commission on 
C ritic a l C hoices. He is p re se n tly 
engaged in enlisting high-level men 
and women to serve on this commission 
and also to raise the money, at least $4 
million, to finance it from government 
and the foundations. 
He takes this with the solemn, almost 
evangelical seriousness that reflects 
one facet of his tem peram ent. Turning 
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“I am a do-it-yourself man and she is a buy-it-yourself 
woman.” 


in its report in 1976, the bipartisan 
commission will set the tone for the 
bicentennial observance of A m erica’s 
in depen dence.

Rockefeller front and forw ard as the 
nation’s problem solver. 


RO CK EFELLER is well aw are of his 
fundamental error in his three previous 
tries at the Presidency. As he put it 
recently, he had the polls but Richard 
Nixon and B arry Coldwater had the 
delegates. What you need, he was told 
by a friend, is someone who knows the 
congressional districts of this country 
like the palm of his h a n d ; someone like, 
say, Melvin Laird. A forthcoming move 
will be to enlist such an adjutant. 
For m any long-term Republicans at 
the delegate level Rockefeller looks too 
liberal, too much the ideal of the 
E astern Seaboard Establishm ent. His 
associates consider that one offset to 
this is in the tough drug-abuse law that 
the governor sponsored. 
For certain hard-drug offenses it 
provides life sentences without parole. 
Rockefeller can show that the tough 
law has already brought a drop in drug 
crimes. 
But this is incidental to his emphasis 
on the lead the state has taken in his 15 
y e a rs as g o v e rn o r in 
edu catio n , 
housing, clean water, pollution control, 
welfare. In contrast, Reagan blows up 
his tax-ceiling constitutional am end­ 
ment and his demand for an end to 
welfare chiseling.

N E W YO R K (A P ) — At last count, 15 
soap operas and 16 game shows were on 
the three TV networks on weekdays.

For an increasing number of college 
students 
the study 
of peace has 
replaced the protest of war. 
Today, 50 colleges and universities 
across the country offer major or 
minor programs in peace studies. Five 
years ago, at the height of the antiwar 
movement, only one school offered 
such courses. 
At the University of Pennsylvania, 
students can obtain a doctorate in 
peace science. A year ago Colgate 
University 
established 
the 
first 
professorship of peace. 
This fall, 300 campuses are using 
peace studies material, according to 
the Institute for World Order in New 
York City. Spokesmen said the institute 
receives some 250 inquiries per month 
from junior and senior high schools, 
which are also establishing courses of 
study. 
“ Our problem and excitement is that 
interest is growing so rapidly. It’s been 
happening since about 
1970,” said 
Franklin Wallin, institute president. 
Proponents of such studies don’t 
discount the power of protest. They 
point to the Vietnam war and public 
opinion’s role in the American with­ 
drawal. But they are hopeful that the 
peace education movement will go be­ 
yond Vietnam. 
The growing interest in peace studies 
stems in part from frustration of some 
who participated in the protests of the 
1960s. 


Joe Fahey, acting director of 
Manhattan College’s Peace Studies 
Institute, said of protest in the 1960s: 


“ I realized that the problem of war 
was much deeper than the Vietnam 
war and protests were not enough to 
stop it. We decided to make peace our 
career.” 
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Others see peace studies as part of a 
growing worldwide concern, building 
over the past few decades. 
“ These peace studies programs are 
part of a global, political and social 
movement. 
The 
bright, 
moral, 
pragmatic minds are coalescing. We 
may be at a moment in history where 
it s possible to abolish war,” said Saul 
Mendlovitz, director of the World Order 
Models Project, an effort by teams of 
researchers around the globe to find 
better ways to live. 
How does one study peace? 
Courses vary greatly in subject 
matter, but most start with the premise 
that war is not inevitable, practical 
solutions can and must be found. 
“ The nature of the liberal arts 
program has been that war is an ac- 
ceptible means of conflict resolution. 
It s become a predominant myth in 
society,” said Chuck Appel, a 20-year- 
old senior at Manhattan College. “ But 
you’ve got to teach that nonviolent 
resolution is the best way to solve prob­ 
lems.” 
The peace science approach is also 
interdisciplinary. 
One course 
may 
include math, history, government and 
psychology — in a rounded technique of 
problem-solving. 
"In the past, sociology, economics, 
each had its own piecemeal approach. 
We felt the problem of world conflict 
requires a full attack,” said Walter 
Isard, chairman of the peace science 
department at the University of 
Pennsylvania in Philadelphia. 
Professors also stress that courses 
take a rigorous, unemotional look at 
world problems, and that facts and 
understanding — not rhetoric — are 
their tools 
Courses range from the University of 
Colorado’s “ Sociological Analysis of 
Revolution” to Harvard College’s 


“ History and Theory of Non-Violence. 
La I i t Aggarwal, 29, the first can­ 
didate for a doctorate in peace science 


at Penn, is trying to develop a 
universally applicable framework for 
solving conflicts at all levels, urban to 
international. 


As an architect and city planner, he 
felt solutions to urban disputes very 
inadequate. 


“ But it’s not enough to just say, ’I 
don’t like it.’ One should be able to 
suggest a possible alternative. The 
program has helped me put my ideas in 
a more rigorous, precise form,” said 
Aggarwal, who plans to work with an 
international agency when he com­ 
pletes his degree. 


At Manhattan College some 17 
courses with an emphasis on peace are 
offered in various departments. About 
40 majors study such subjects as “ War 


and Violence in Western Literature” 
and “ Biology of Human Behavior.” 
The program is flourishing now on a 
campus with a strong ROTC contingent 
— and some radicals who grumbled , 
when the peace major was established. 1 
“ The radicals thought we were too ^ 
much a part of the establishment.

A year ago Colgate 
U n iv e rsity 
established 
the 
first 
professorship of peace. 
This fall, 300 campuses are using 
peace studies material, according to 
the Institute for World Order in New 
York City. Spokesmen said the institute 
receives some 250 inquiries per month 
from junior and senior high schools, 
which are also establishing courses of 
study. 
“ Our problem and excitement is that 
interest is growing so rapidly. It’s been 
happening since about 
1970,” 
said 
Franklin Wallin, institute president. 
Proponents of such studies don’t 
discount the power of protest. They 
point to the Vietnam war and public 
opinion’s role in the American with­ 
drawal. But they are hopeful that the 
peace education movement will go be­ 
yond Vietnam. 
The growing interest in peace studies 
stems in part from frustration of some 
who participated in the protests of the 
1960s. 


Jo e 
Fah ey, 
acting 
director 
of 
Manhattan College’s Peace Studies 
Institute, said of protest in the 1960s: 


“ I realized that the problem of war 
was much deeper than the Vietnam 
war and protests were not enough to 
stop it. We decided to make peace our 
career.” 


Others see peace studies as part of a 
growing worldwide concern, building 
over the past few decades. 
“ These peace studies programs are 
part of a global, political and social 
movement. 
The 
bright, 
m oral, 
pragmatic minds are coalescing. We 
may be at a moment in history where 
it’s possible to abolish w ar,” said Saul 
Mendlovitz, director of the World Order 
Models Project, an effort by teams of 
researchers around the globe to find 
better ways to live. 
How does one study peace? 
Courses 
vary 
greatly 
in 
subject 
matter, but most start with the premise 
that war is not inevitable, practical 
solutions can and must be found. 
“ The nature of the 
liberal 
arts 
program has been that war is an ac­ 
ceptable means of conflict resolution. 
It s become a predominant myth in 
society,” said Chuck Appel, a 20-year- 
old senior at Manhattan College. “ But 
you’ve got to teach that nonviolent 
resolution is the best way to solve prob­ 
lems.” 
The peace science approach is also 
interdisciplinary. 
One 
course 
may 
include math, history, government and 
psychology 
in a rounded technique of 
problem-solving. 
“ In the past, sociology, economics, 
each had its own piecemeal approach. 
We felt the problem of world conflict 
requires a full attack,” said Walter 
Isard, chairman of the peace science 
department at the U n iversity of 
Pennsylvania in Philadelphia. 
Professors also stress that courses 
take a rigorous, unemotional look at 
world problems, and that facts and 
understanding — not rhetoric — are 
their tools. 
Courses range from the University of 
Colorado’s “ Sociological Analysis of 
Revolution” to H arvard College’s 


“ History and Theory of Non-Violence.” 
Lalit Aggarwal, 29, the first can­ 
didate for a doctorate in peace science 


at 
Penn, 
is 
trying 
to 
develop 
a 
universally applicable framework for 
solving conflicts at all levels, urban to 
international. 


As an architect and city planner, he 
felt solutions to urban disputes very 
inadequate. 


“ But it’s not enough to just say, I 
don’t like it.’ One should be able to 
suggest a possible alternative. The 
program has helped me put my ideas in 
a more rigorous, precise form,” said 
Aggarwal, who plans to work with an 
international agency when he com­ 
pletes his degree. 


At 
M anhattan College some 17 
courses with an emphasis on peace are 
offered in various departments. About 
40 majors study such subjects as “ War 


and Violence in Western Literature” 
and “ Biology of Human Behavior.” 
The program is flourishing now on a 
campus with a strong ROTC contingent 
and some radicals who grumbled 
when the peace major was established. 
“ The radicals thought we were too 
much a part of the establishment. We 
want to reform the system,” said 
director Fahey. He added, however, 
that he doesn’t discount civil 
dis­ 
obedience, and teaches about Gandhi 
and Martin Luther King in his own 
course, ‘‘Religious Dimensions of 
Peace.”

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Cambodian refugee 
tide swelling 


PHNOM PEN H, Cambodia (AP* 
That part of Cambodia still under 
government control is on its way to 
becoming a vast refugee camp. 
The statistics tell you that: more 
than a million Cambodians 
one in 
every seven 
displaced by the war 
and rn need of help, barely a corner of 
the country left untouched by the 
human uprooting. 
You see it in any direction you travel: 
families trudging along the sides of 
highways, their property shrunken to 
what they can pile onto the twowheeled, 
cattle-drawn carts. 
People, most of them farmers living 
in small villages, flee their homes in 
the face of rebel attacks or when their 
homegrounds become battlegrounds 
between insurgent and government 
forces. 
They don’t go farther than they have 
to, but often that means long treks to 
Phnom Penh or distant provincial capi­ 
tals where handouts or jobs are more 
readily available and the prospects for 
safety greater. 
Some return to their homes only to be 
driven 
out 
again. 
Others 
become 
refugees whose status one American 
aid official described as “ temporary on 
an indefinite basis.” 
“ When they flee from their villages, 
they 
carry 
some 
of 
the 
family 
valuables. They sell them and can live 
on that for one or two months perhaps,” 
says Loeung Nal, the minister for 
refugees. ‘‘After that, they have 
nothing and somebody must take care 
of them. The longer the war lasts the 
greater the problem becomes.” 
The minister admitted the govern­ 
ment cannot now meet the needs of the 
refugees or solve the mammoth 


economic, social and political pi oblems 
arising from a population out’seventh 
adrift 
This year, the government has set 
aside a fraction of one per cent of 
planned national expcndituics for 
refugee care It comes to $124,000, or 
about 12 cents a refugee a year. 


Government efforts thus tar have 
focused on rice distribution and 
housing for refugees in tin* I hnom 
Penh area, leaving most problems of 
the provinces in the hands ol local 
authorities. 
“ We can only hope to provide enough 
so that they will not die,” Nal said. 


As with guns and butter, the ( am 
bodian government relies on the United 
.States and other countries for large 
infusions 
of 
aid 
for 
its 
refugee 
program. 
The U.S. government has budgeted $4 
million in such aid for Cambodia this 
fiscal year but one embassy official 
said, “ We don’t want to set up a vast 
aid apparatus like we had in Vietnam. ”

There’s an old saying that, in effect, 
“one man s meat may be another 
man’s poison’’ 
vice versa. 
Last spring Fayette County’s grain 
farmers had their problems. They 
were plagued by rains, which first 
delayed planting and then, after the 
seed was in the ground and had 
sprouted, more rains filled hundreds of 
acres of low ground with miniature 
lakes, which drowned the young 
soybean and corn plants. 
It was a discouraging predicament 
for the farmers, but they finally saw 


their grain on well drained fields come 
through, although it had taken weeks 


beyond the normal sowing date to get 
the seed planted and, thus, spread the 


planting over many weeks. While the 
grain in some fields was well up, the 
seed was not yet even in the ground in 
others. 


NOW the farmers’ early trials and 
tribulations may be a blessing for the 
elevator operators. 


Had the corn and soybeans come 
along normally, the two harvests, at 
about the same time, it could have 
poured grain into the elevators faster 
than the operators could get freight

cars to haul it away to the terminal 
elevators. 
But with the harvest being spread out 
over many weeks, elevator operators 
are having 
no serious 
shipping 
problems 
yet. But they are keeping 
their fingers crossed. They say they 
understand the railroads don’t have a 
surplus of cars and why they are not 
delivered until long after they have 
been ordered sometimes as long as a 
month or more. But, they take comfort 
from the rain-delayed planting that has 
resulted in lengthening the harvest and 
the need for many more railroad cars 
in a shorter period. One operator said 
“ we’ll be getting soybeans in until 
after frost, and some corn will be 
coming in after Christmas.” Normally, 
the harvest of the two crops would be 
virtually 
completed within 
a 
few 
weeks. 


THEY POINT OUT, for example, 
that some fields of soybeans (and corn, 
too) have been harvested, while across 
the fence in the next field both crops 
are still green and far from mature. 
No accurate figures on the soybean 
or corn acreage in the county are 
available 
at 
the 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 
office here, but some educated guesses 
are that there are around 70,000 acres 
of soybeans and that the average yield 
will be a round 30 to 35 bushels per acre. 
(The average was cut by the hundreds 
of acres drowned out last spring.) This 
would mean that the elevators would 
have had to handle, under normal 
conditions, more than 2,000,000 bushels 
of soybeans in a short harvest period. 
The same condition applies, in a 
general way, to corn also. 


THERE CAN be no doubt that more 
soybeans 
were planted in Fayette 
County this year than ever before; and 
it’s the same across the country. This 
has come 
about, 
economists say, 
because of a growing demand, both for 
export and for new uses for soybeans. 
In view of this increased demand, 
soybean prices skyrocketed to a peak 
of little more than $11.00 a bushel last 
summer. But since then they have 
dropped to around $5.75 this week, still 
not bad and considerably more than a 
year ago. 
The soybean acreage was increased 
partly at the expense of corn and to an 
overall increase in crop acreage but 
the corn market is holding up fairly 
well at around $2.15 a bushel. 
On the brighter side, prospects for 
bumper yields are good for both where 
the grain was not drowned out or 
stunted by abnormal spring rains.

The arrival of a ninth grandchild 
recently called for another appearance 
at a hospital with camera in hand. It 
was a joyous occasion, one to be 
recorded in pictures for the family 
albums. 
By now, incidentally, we have 
separate grandchildren albums, an 
exclusive domain for their pictorial 
activities. 
I had no problem taking pictures on 
the maternity ward. The newborn 
babies were safe behind the glassed-in 
windows and all picture taking was 
done by natural light and without flash. 
The safety-glass w indow, by the way. 
had a wire screen pattern in it but by 
pressing the camera lens against the 
glass, it disappears entirely and only 
the scene beyond is seen. 
The brightly lit nursery permitted an 
exposure of l-60th second at f6.3 on fast 
black-and-white film. Color pictures by 
available light were also possible 
though I didn't take any. 


FORTUNATELY, 
our 
newest 
granddaughter's crib was next to the 
window so use of a normal 50 mm lens 
produced a bit enough image. By luck. 
an aide was attending to the baby when 
I 
sta rte d 
shooting 
and 
she 
cooperatively held her up for a better 
view. 
I recall a previous blessed event in 
which the baby’s crib was farhter 
away 
and 
it 
required 
a 
135mm 
telephoto lens 
to 
get a 
viewable 
grandchild picture. 
To round out a picture story of the 
event, I also focused on our daughter in 
her room reading congratulatorv 
cards, arranging the flowers, admiring 
her daughter through the nursery 
window and surrounded by family 
visitors. 
The camera was also a witness when 
father brought mother and baby home 
from the hospital and the new one met 
her older sister and brother. A final 
photo in the “ blessed event” sequence 
was of the new baby asleep in her own 
crib at hom e 
looking tinier than 
ever. 
A baby's birth is such a happy oc­ 
casion and so picture worthy that it's 
hard to realize that some hospitals do 
not permit cameras or picture taking 
by parents or visitors. 


I BECAME AWARE of it 
some 
grandchildren ago and it shocked me. 
When a hospital guard stopped me at 
the visitors’ entrance and said my quite 
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visible cam era was not allowed, I 
asked to see someone in authority. 
I was taken to the head nurse and 
asked her why I couldn’t take my new 
grandson’s picture. 
“ It’s a rule of this hospital,’’ she 
replied 
“Flash might affect a baby’s eves," 
another nurse in the room said. 
“As you see, I have no flash,” I 
pointed out. “ I’m aware that flash 
might present a problem in a hospital. 
But I plan to shoot only by natural light 
from behind a plate glass window. All 
types of visitors are allowed to look at 
the babies and there is no contact of 
any kind, so why can’t I photograph 
what I can see? 
“Aside from the baby, I’m permitted 
to visit my daughter and can hug and 
kiss her. Then why can’t I take a pic­ 
ture of her? It isn t an invasion of 
privacy because she wants and has 
asked for photos of this special event. 
Taking pictures doesn’t endanger the 
health or well-being of either mother 
or baby. And it doesn’t interfere in any 
way with hsopital routine or a nurse’s 
duties. 
So why 
isn’t 
photography 
allowed?” 
“ I can only repeat," the head nurse 
said, “ It’s a hospital rule!” 
SINCE NO justification for the rule 
was given, on leaving the nurse’s office 
I 
continued 
up to the 
maternity 
w ard 
but the camera was carried 
inconspicuously. 
I took my daughter’s picture in her 
room. Then she walked me to the 
nursery window where she acted as a 
shield while I photographer her first­ 
born son. When I visited again, the 
camera was in a gift box, out of sight of 
the guard. 
I took other photos but I deeply 
resented having to do so surrep­ 
titiously. 
I 
felt 
there 
was 
no 
justification or explanation for this 
attempt to abridge my freedom to 
photograph a momentous event in the 
life of a loved one. 
The following day, there was a 
possible explanation for the hospital 
rule. My daughter was given a proof of 
a photograph of her baby along with an 
order 
blank 
from 
the 
“ official 
photographer” 
connected 
with 
the 
hospital. 
IT LEADS ONE to guess that the 
hospital rule forbidding cam eras was 
to protect a financial arrangement with 
a 
com m ercial 
photographer 
by 
eliminating any possible competition 
from parents 
or grandparents. 
I’m happy to report that after two 
such experiences, my daughters found 
hospitals that not only had excellent 
medical maternity facilities but were 
pictorially 
enlightened, 
photo­ 
graphically speaking. 
Hospitals should know’ 
that 
our 
blessed events are matters of public 
record but they also deserve a place in 
the permanent archives of family 
albums.

Little boy fights 
throat tumors 


MIDDLESBORO, Ky. (AP)— Jimmy 
Weaver is a happy little fellow, like 
most 2-year-olds. But unlike most, he 
needs a throat operation every month 
to stay alive. 
His m other, Angela W eaver of 
Middlesboro, recalls that Jim my had 
no apparent problem until he was about 
four months old, when he began to lose 
his voice. Soon he w’as unable to cry 
audibly. 
Treatments w’ith antibiotics were 
ineffective. 
Five months later, Dr. Albert Cullum 
ot Middlesboro operated on Jim m y’s 
throat. He found and removed some 
viral tumors about the size of small 
warts that were blocking Jim m y’s 
breathing passage. 
But the tumors, or papilloma, began 
to grow back, and Jim m y’s body ap­ 
parently didn t offer normal resistance 
to them. 
Nine months later, in December 1972, 
Jimmy needed a second operation to 
remove the growths, and the need 
accelerated. 
Jimmy has since had the papilloma 
removed 13 times, three times by Dr. 
Cullum and IO times, with a laser 
beam, by Dr. Stewart Strong at Boston 
University Hospital. 
During the last two months, an 
operation was needed about every IO 
days. 
The last operation, 
by 
Dr. 
Cullum, was an emergency procedure. 
At that time, Jimmy was fitted with 
an artificial silver trachea, a tube 
running from the front of his neck into 
his throat. The tube has reduced the 
operations to about one a month. 
Mrs. Weaver must watch Jimmy 24 
hours a day, and clear the tube at least 
four times a day. She tells of waking up 
many times to find her child struggling 
for air, a shattering experience for 
both.

Don’t start removing the finish from 
an old piece of furniture unless you 
have made up your mind that it’s likely 
to be a messy chore. 
<tore in a great while, when a wooden 
object has a single coat of varnish or 
paint on it, the finish can be taken off 
quickly and easily with one of the wipe 
on w ipe oil types of removers. Most of 
the time, however, the old finish is 
made up of many coats, applied at 
different times over the years, or a 
series of thri'e coats applied on a single 
occasion. 
Either way, the removal job is 
almost certain to be arduous, involving 
applying the remover, scraping it off 
and, in some cases, using a bleach to 
restore the wood to its natural color. 
I roublesome as it is, the removal of 
an old finish can be very satisfying, 
revealing the beauty of the wood and 
the chance to refinish it as you wish. 
When the new, usually clear finish is 
put on, the result more often than not is 
good enough to inspire you to tackle a 
similar job on another piece of fur­ 
niture. 
Hut when you are in the middle of the 
project, you’re likely to have some 
qualms about having started it in the 
first place. 
Varnish remover (or paint remover; 
it’s the same thing) is put on with a 
brush, applied generously with full- 
flowing strokes. Use more of the flat of 
the brush than the tips of the bristles. 
The container will tell you how long 
to wait for the particular brand you are

using. It’s usually between 15 minutes 
and half an hour. 


AFTER the waiting period, take a 
putty knife and scrape a small portion 
of the surface. If the old finish, which 
will have become bubbly and wrinkled, 
can be scraped off fairly easily, go 
ahead with the rest of the surface 
If there is too much resistance and 
you are able to remove only a little of 
the finish, it means that the remover 
has not penetrated deeply enough or 
that more remover is required. 
Wait another IO minutes, then test 
again. If it is still evident that the finish 
is not coming off, apply another coat of 
the remover right over the first one. 
Wait the required time period, then 
begin scraping again. 
Always hold the putty knife so that 
the blade is almost horizontal. If held 
vertically, there is a chance that the 
blade will take off part of the wood as 
well as the finish. 


DESPITE 
your 
work 
and 
your 
patience, you may find at the con­ 
clusion of the scraping that some color 
still remains in the wood. 
Steel wool or sand the surface and 
see if that does any good. If not, it is 
necessary to use a commercial bleach 
unless you plan to finish the surface 
with paint rather than a clear finish. If 
the wood is to be painted, the traces of 
remaining color will not affect the 
result. 
Since both the remover and the 
bleach are chemicals, wear gloves 
when using them.

of children eligible for 
reduced-price lunches by changing 
income requirements. 
The compromise reached Tuesday 
requires that the federal share would 
be raised automatically if the cost of 
restaurant food rises. The increase 
would be figured every six months, 
beginning Jan I.

Here's the Answer

Q. — I intend to make a chopping 
board for the kitchen in our house. 
What kind of wood should I usu? 
A. — Maple. 


Q. — I will be in the market soon for a 
radial arm saw. Can you tell me what 
they cost? 
A. — The range is very wide — from 
about $100 to $400, 
depending 
on 
several factors, including the size of 
the blade. The simplest way to find out 
is to go shopping in several different 
stores. 


Q. — There is a white film on about a 
dozen bricks on one side of our house. 
What is it and how can it be removed? 
A. — It’s called efflorescence. It’s a 
salt deposit which is brought to the 
surface by water. 
Scrub the stains with a wire brush. 
Sometimes this will do the trick. If it 
doesn’t, 
scrub with 
a solution 
of 
muriatic 
acid. 
This 
is 
a 
strong 
chemical and must be used with great 
care and while wearing rubber gloves. 
After the stain has been removed, 
coat the area with a clear silicone 
sealer. 
Since the salt is washed out with 
water, find out how the water is getting 
into the masonry. Check for loose 
mortar especially. 
It might also be that excessive 
moisture inside the house is getting 
behind the exterior walls and causing 
the trouble. This is very likely if the 
wall which is stained is in the area of 
the kitchen or bathroom.

NEW HAVEN, W.Va. (AP) — A 
strike at Appalachian Power Co.’s 
Philip Spurn plant in this Ohio River 
community seems a throwback to the 
days when fierce labor struggle's were 
commonplace in West Virginia. 
The more than three-month dispute 
has been the occ asion for beatings, 
bullets, accusations and the detonation 
of a bomb at the plant. 


On July I, 216 members of Utility 
Workers Union of America Local 426 
walked off their jobs at the facility, 
which produces power for northern 
Mason County. 
Union members struck at generating 
plants on both sides of the Ohio all the 
way north 
to Wheeling when 
die 
I WUA’s two-year contract expired. 
“ We had 5,000 men on strike,” said 
Local 426 President Carl Searls. “ We 
only got strike benefits for two weeks 
and that was just $10 a week for each 
man.” 
“Since then,” he said, “some of the 
families are living on food stamps and 
some of the men and their wives have 
gone out and got part time jobs to keep 


food on the table and shoes on the 
children.” 
Since the strike began, the Mason 
County Sheriff’s office has handled 
dozens of complaints of cable cutting 
and auto stonings at the Sporn plant, 
and several power blackouts were 
attributed to sabotage of electrical 
equipment. 
Philip Sporn officials have offered 
$35,(HK) awards for information leading 
to the conviction of persons involved in 
the 
violence, 
hired 
independent 
security guards and warned workers 
that if they were replaced they would 
not be given back their jobs after a 
settlement is reached. 
“They say they’ve hired 14 new 
employes,” said Searls, “ but it’s ob­ 
vious they’re just trying to break the 
union. They’re trying to starve us out ” 
Last week, the action got so heavy 
that Mason County Circuit Court Judge 
James Thompson found both sides in 
contempt of court and ordered them to 
stop harassing each other. 
The long, bitter struggle adds a new 
dimension next week with the addition 
of a federal mediator. 
Man uses bread 
for art forms 


NEW YORK (AP) — Artist John 
Fischer has been rolling i dough for 
years. 
He’s crafted museum-piece jewelry 
out of pretzels, created bleeding loaves 
of bread and asked 1,200 people to saw, 
hammer, throw and eat their w'ay 
through two tons of bread. 
“ Dough is like flesh. It’s extremely 
sensual to play with Baking is a turn­ 
on beyond belief,” said Fischer. 
There’s nothing new about using food 
as an art object. Creation of wedding 
cakes is a deepgrained American folk 
art. 
Fischer has stuck with bread and it’s 
far from a put-on. His works have 
commanded as much as $3,000. He 
began 13 years ago with prebaked 
loaves, attaching handles to make 
“portable” bread. 
“ Part of the interest was in putting 
the bread in a different context and 
changing its function completely,” said 
Fischer, who was born in Belgium and 
influenced by surrealists there. 


He moved into extravaganzas in the 
1960s like baking a solid 100-foot loaf, 
running it through an open-ended oven 
on a conveyer belt in San Antonio, Tex. 


His latest effort is a series of large 
sculptures which will be on exhibit at 
the New York Cultural Center this 
week 
Among them are rich-brown 
textured pieces of a man's torso, hands 
and legs. 
He’ll also be on hand for an outdoor 
baking festival in New York’s Central 
Park on Saturday to celebrate tho 
fourth annual National Day of Bread. 


“Bread is hard outside and soft in­ 
side, like people. It’s always been 
symbolic,” said Fischer. 


In his current exhibit, a huge pair of 
legs, baked around wire mesh, are 
priced at $3,000. If cast in bronze, they 
are $5,000. The hands, encased in 
plexiglass boxes, are $1,000. His 
“ Monument,” a tall, fat bunch of 
loaves strapped together, is $2,500. 


Q. — Can I install resilient floor tiles 
over old ones? Do I use the same 
adhesive as I did when I put down the 
original tiels seven years ago? 
A. — Yes to both questions. It is 
important that the old tiles be securely 
attached, since if any of them become 
loose, the new tiles will be dislodged. 
Also, remember that the new in­ 
stallation will raise the level of the 
floor. You may have to plane or sand 
off the bottom of one or more doors so 
they can be closed easily. 


Q. — I am putting a new veneer top 
on a dining room table. After I took off 
the old split top, I found the surface 
covered with dried-up old glue. I have 
scrubbed and scraped it without get­ 
ting off more than half of it. Any ideas? 
A. — Old glue can often be softened 
with diluted household vinegar. Scrape 
as soon as the glue begins to soften. If 
you wait too long it will harden again.

Farmers Discovered Digitalis 


My father takes digitalis for his 
heart. At school we learned that this 
drug was not discovered by scientists, 
but by farmers. I thought it would be an 
interesting question to ask you about. 
Karen R., Calif. 
Dear Karen: 
It is a most interesting question 
because the story of the origin of 
digitalis is so fascinating. 


Digitalis is probably one of the best­ 
known drugs used for the treatment of 
chronic heart failure. This was once 
known as “ dropsy” because fluid tends 
to accumulate in the body tissues when 
the heart is not functioning correctly. 


The plant from which the drug is 
extracted is known as purple foxglove, 
of digitalis purpurea. 


The value of the 
drug is that it 
strengthens the heart muscle so that it 
can carry out its normal pumping 
action. 


For hundreds of years the foxglove 
plant was used in tribal areas and by 
people in the farm countries. As has 
happened very often in the history of 
medicine, many drugs have evolved in 
a sim ilar way, by trial and error. 


As far back as the 14th century, there 
are records of this valuable plant with 
its lifegiving ingredient, digitalis. 


After a simple operation for the 
removal of my appendix I developed 
adhesions. These gave me more 
trouble than the appendicitis itself. 
Does this mean I w ill be prone to 


adhesions if I should ever have another 
operation? 
Miss W.O., Ky. 
Dear Miss 0.: 
Adhesions are bands of thin but 
strong tissue that sometimes form 
after surgery. 
When an operation is performed in 
the abdomen, the intestines must be 
handled with 
extreme delicacy to 
avoid irritating them and stimulating 
the formation of adhesions. 
Actually, 
adhesions are 
nature’s 
protective device. If there is a pocket of 
infection, adhesions are formed to seal 
off the infection and keep it from 
spreading. 
Sumptoms due to adhesions occur 
only when the adhesions interfere with 
the normal function of the intestines. 
Sometimes it is necessary to reopen 
the abdomen to free troublesome bands 
of adhesions. 
The surgical techniques in use today, 
the extra precautions, drugs and en­ 
zymes greatly reduce the frequency of 
postoperative adhesions. 
I do not believe that you should be 
further concerned about adhesions. 


I can’t convince my employers that 
air conditioning makes me sick. They 
think it’s all in my head. 
Mr. J.G ., S.C. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
Many people, like you, are made 
uncomfortable by air 
conditioning. 
Some insist that they catch cold; others 
say they are “ allergic” to the cold air. 
I suggest that you make every effort 
to avoid direct exposure.

University of Cincinnati.

Bennis, 
statement 
reaffirms 
“the university 
is most anxious to 
cooperate fully with the Ohio Board of 
Regents toward the goal of expanding 
and improving higher education op­ 
portunities for the citizens of South­ 
western Ohio 
but, he doesn’t want 
repetition by the Board of Regent’s 
State General and Technical College 
plan in counties where the branches of 
UC are doing the exact sam e thing.
